Control—As soon as the first webs are 
observed, spray infested trees with lead 
arsenate or 50 DDT wettable powder, 
using 2 pounds per 100 gallon Allow an 
interval of 40 days between the last appli- 
cation of lead ars and harvest of 
apple ond peors, ) deys for other 
tree fruit Allow an interval of 30 days 
between the last application of DDT and 
harvest of tree fruits. However, on apples 
and pears allow an interval of 40 days if 
five or more applications are made. The col- 
onies, if within reach, can be destroyed by 
tearing the webs apart and destroying the 
caterpillars, or by burning. In burning the 
webs, care must be exercised not to injure 
the tree. —Howard Baker, USDA

WHEN TO HARVEST PEACHES FOR CANNING 


1) Pick peaches at best maturity—five to 
seven days before fully ripe. Greatest tonnage 
and most uniform maturity come from two or 
three selective pickings 

2) USDA says fruit is firm ripe when it yield 
slightly to moderate pressure. Flesh fairly pal- 
atable but has not reached prime eating con 
dition 

3) Maturity tests: Firmness—varies consider 
ably. Measures ability to resist bruising. Grou

4) Use combination of firmnes ground color

HOW TO HANDLE 
1) Peaches are fragile. Handle them like eqq 
2) Mixing soft peaches with hard peache 
causes more bruising 
3) Most bruising occurs during picking. Use 
cushions of fingers rather than finger tips when 
picking. Gently place fruit in picking container 
and field luas 
Best picking container have rigid metal 
Best field containers are hallow boxe 
with high end 
5) Close supervision means less bruising ] 
higher quality product, and more money in the 
grower pocket 
6) Every time boxe of fruit ore handled 
there's a chance for more bruising 
7) Move fruit from orchard to cannery within 
24 hours after picking—even immature lot

peratures (70 to 80° F. and 75 
midity) from time if arrives at

2) These ripening conditions are ordinarily at 
tained in the Yakima Valley by stacking fruit in 
open warehouses or in the open with covering 
hade. Severe rot often sets in if the fruit i 
ripened in closed rooms under high humidity 
3) Ripe lots of peaches can be held at 31-32 
for two or three weeks. If cold storage is 
necessary, ripen to within one day of full-ripe 
before storage 

4) Rot remains Enemy No. 1 during the ripen- 
ing process. Contamination may occur anywhere
